We cannot expect to significantly 
increase the 50 million acres of 
cropland and 700 million acres of 
grazing land hi the U. S. In fact 
we can expect a decline in the 
amount of land available for farm ­ 
ing. At the sam e tim e our in­ 
creasing population will require 
greater yields of foodstuffs from 
t heafm rs in future years. 
“Conservation can only be done 
by owners of the farm , about 12 
per cent of the population. But 
the other 88 per cent of the pop­ 
ulation, living in the city, suburb 
or town, have an equal concern 
in 
agricultural 
conservation 
as 
the source of their future food

Let it be said at the outset that 
Selby Foote has succeeded, in 
this first of three volumes, more 
than well.

Exciting, Suspenseful 
Foote is a novelist. He brings 
a novelist’s approach to history, 
meaning that it is fluid, exciting, 
suspenseful.
